Seven new _ single - family 
residence construction jobs, 
representing a total valuation 
of $168,000, represented the 
largest single category of con- 
struction for which permits 
were issued during the month 
of December. 

In all, a total of 38 build- 
ing permits were issued dur- 
ing the month; they had an 
aggregate valuation of $277,- 
315.

Johnson, making a financi- 
al statement to city council- 
men at the halfway point in 
the fiscal year Tuesday night, 
said that this situation had 
been anticipated and was not 
troublesome.

—Where’s the Authority Limit? 


Well, the city of Menlo Park has puts its contention 
that a couple of amateurs’ radio antennas are illegal 
before the courts, and the residents concerned have indi- 
cated they're going to fight to retain what, to them, is a 
valuable asset to their freeholds. 

In Daly City, we read, there’s a citizen under pres- 
sure from his neighbors because he replaced his lawn with 
something else, thereby “lowering the character of the 
neighborhood” in the eyes of the neighbors. 

Both the Menlo Park radio amateurs and the Daly City 
man who would rather not go to the trouble of maintain- 
ing a, lawn are being urged to “conform.” 

“The greatest good for the greatest number,” say the 
critics of the form of individuality shown, “can best be 
served by maintaining the character of the community, 
which is enhanced by uniformity of appearance.” 

We don’t know what the judge will say when con- 
fronted with that argument, and the one the local radio 
amateurs will put forth: That a man’s home is his castle, 
so long as he doesn’t interfere with his neighbors, create a 
nuisance, or conduct illegal activities such as making 
moonshine in the basement. 

But carried to a logical extreme, this “uniformity” bit 
can even be referred to when a person decides to paint 
his house, plant shrubs, or choose curtains for windows 
facing the street.

Municipal Report: 


City Planner Outlines Major 
Study Projects for New Year 


Menlo Park City ‘Planner 
Bob Gray this week listed 
some of the studies and 
“standing projects’ which he 
hopes planning commission- 
ers will complete in 1961. 

The budget of items, though 
simply stated, will take 
months to get through be- 
cause, while the planners are 
dealing with them, an even 
heavier budget of day-to-day 
items submitted by the public 
can be expected to occupy 
their time. 

In simple outline form, 
Gray’s budget has but four 
titles and under these, only 
a few subtitles. This makes it 

look easy, which it probably 
won’t be, to come to any de- 
cisions. 

The four titles under 
which studies will be under- 
taken include “Master plan,” 
“Central business district,” 
“Traffic circulation’ and

Taking first things first, 
here’s what’s involved. 

Concerning the master plan 
for the city as a whole, Gray 
said he hopes that the plan- 
ning commission can complete 
its current studies of land use, 
to see if the pattern of de- 
velopment is conforming with 
that envisaged when .— the 
master plan was set up in 
1952. 


There may appear to be 
areas in which, for instance, 
apartment building has gone 
ahead at a more rapid rate 
than others zoned for it; there 
may be vacant commercial 
lots which might not have 
been developed. 

On the other hand, there 
may appear spots where 
single-family residential own- 
ers are suffering actual hard- 
ship, as advancing vlue of 
their freeholds makes it hard 
for them .to maintain their po- 
sitions. 

The master plan, therefore, 
deserves a long look. 

Concerning the central 
business district, Gray said 
it’s hoped that, before the 
year is out, the planning 
eommission will at least have 
a concrete plan for the de- 
velopment of more offstreet 
parking in the blocks on the 
south side of Santa Cruz 
avenue,, 

Economic studies of the 
central business district also 
will be continued. 

Another thing which Gray 
says he feels must be done is 
the reappraisal of all the vari- 
ous “pedestrian mall” ideas, 
concerning the business dis- 
trict, which have been cussed 
and discussed through the 
years. 

None has ever been popu- 
lar and a three-day “trial run” 
at a roped-off Santa Cruz ave- 
nue wasn’t an outstanding 
success a few years ago, but 
other cities have tried similar 
developments and found vari- 
ous degrees of workability. 

Traffic circulation, Gray 
conceded, depends largely on 
the routing of the Willow- 
Sand Hill route. 

As soon as this is picked, 
he says the planners should 
start to try to pick out ma- 
jor and secondary streets, 
so the freeway—and other 
ones such as Bayshore and 
the Junipero Serra traffic- 
way—will be of maximum 
use to residents. 

Beyond that, the city’s street 
plan will have to tie in with 
the Bay Area Rapid Transit 
District’s plans, which will 
bring a new carrier to the 
city. 

“Another thing we have to 
face,” Gray says, “is the fact 
that the city is pretty well 
designed for the person behind 
the wheel of a car, but it’s not 
well designed for the pedes- 
trian an dthe bicyclist. Thus, 
we'll have to look into the 
possibility that some design 
changes might be advantage- 
ous.” 

Concerning the civic cen- 
ter, Gray pointed out that, 
now the police department 
is permanently housed, it 
seems advisable to re-eyalu- 
ate the space needs of other 
city departments. All have 
been operating with quar- 
ters built into old war sur- 
plus buildings on a some. 
what informal, unplanned 
basis. 


Such a re-evaluation might 
result in some changes— 
either major or minor—in the 
over-all civic center plan. 

Also, the city planners 
might be able to help decide 
which new unit to seek first 
for the area, on the basis of 
such studies. 

Stated simply and in out- 
line form, the planners’ studies 
for the coming year don’t 
sound too complicated. 

But outlining them is only 
a beginning.

By County as Necessities 


The board of supervisors has 
taken under study the offers of 
two firms to: supply the county 
with 900 automatic voting ma- 
chines. While unit prices had 
been quoted at $1800 per ma- 
chine for a total rost of about 
$1% millions, the offers are 
lower. However, several things 
must be taken into considera- 
tion before a contract is actu- 
ally made on a lease-purchase 
plan. 

Aecording to County Mana- 
ger Robert Stallings, the Shoup 
Voting Machine Corporation, 
which makes only one type,

But taken on a six-year 
purchase plan, the Automatic 
Voting Machine Company hag 
a slightly lower figure. 

The board must. decide 
which of the offers works 
out to the best satisfaction of 
the county both from a 
standpoint of cost and sery. 
ice. 

Shoup officials guarantee the 
establishment of a Service cen. 
ter to serve all the north state 
area if it is awarded the con. 
tract. Automatic maintains an 
office and service facilities in 
San Francisco. 

While the Shoup machine is 
entirely automatic, the other 
firm makes four types: a hand 
operated machine that counts 
the votes and another that re. 
cords the tally on a printed 
sheet. The other machines are 
entirely automatic and electri- 
cally operated with either pre. 
cinct totals or the printed tape, 

Although members of the 
supervisorial board’ have 
watched demonstrations of 
the machines and studied the 
features of each, they have 
reached no decision. Time is 
important, however, as the 
board wants 350 machines to 
be delivered in time for the 
April 18 election on the coun. 
ty charter amendments. 

Changing to automatic vot- 
ing machines is certainly a 
step forward for the county. 

Although some die-hards still 
favor a paper ballot and an au- 
tomatic ballot counter, this sys- 
tem has not been perfevied. 
Even this plan, admittedly 
cheaper by as much as a mil- 


lion dollars, has its drawbacks. + 


Paper 
counted at the precincts, but 
transferred to the county 
clerk’s office and run through 
the machine. 

The possibility of something 
happening to the ballots be- 
tween the voting place and the 
clerks’ office is considered dan- 
gerous. The voting machines 
would simplify voting and al- 
low for consolidation of many 
of the present precincts. 

Manager Stallings said the 
machines actually would. not 
save any money as it appears 
in the budget for elections. The 
cost will be spread over the 
years, but the reduction. in pre- 
cinct workers, savings on bal- 
lot printing, etc., will make up 
much of the difference. 

It is becoming increasingly 
harder to line up precinct 
workers, both County Clerk 
John A. Bruning and Stal- 
lings agree. Last year’s No- 
vember election, as an exam- 
ple, saw some 700 changes in 
personnel between the time 
the list of election officials 
was published and election 
day. 

Many counties have adopted 

a policy of appointing one set 
of precinct. workers to handle 
the voting from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. 
Another team comes in at 7 to 
count the ballots. This means 
doubling the already high cost 
of precinct workers, who even 
now demand more money for 
the long hours. 

After some precinct officials 
were named last fall, they took 
one look at the long ballot and 
said “get someone else.” This 
throws a last-minute headache 
on Bruning’s staff, 

Cost of progress always 
comes high, but San Mateo 
county has hit a population 
stage where some moderniza- 
tion is necessary. We watched 
a demonstration of the Shoup 
machine and liked its simplici- 
ty and efficiency, 

It will reduce the time it 
takes to vote, certainly, and is 
foolproof in its operations, as 
far as we could see. What the 
other types by Automatic offer, 
we do not know, but they are 
said to be comparable. 

The fact that election re- 
sults will be known within 
minutes after polling places 
close is important. The wait 
of a week or more to get the 
final results of the Novem- 
ber voting was a disgrace to 
the state. 

Several other large counties 
are looking into the machine 
or ballot counting devices and 
can be expected to act soon. 
San Francisco has used voting 
machines for years; in fact is 
still using machines purchased 
in 1923. Los Angeles is trying 
to perfect its own ballot count- 
er, but so far has not met with 
the success desired. 

The matter of storage and 
Service is a big problem which 
the board and other officials 
are studying. It is hoped to 
store the machines at the pub 
lic schools precincts, thus sav- 
ing huge storing and moving 
costs. Some of the machines 
even could be used to teach 
students how to use them or 
for study of election proce- 
dures. Despite the enormous 
cost, the voting machines are 
a necessity, in our opinion, and 
the supervisors are taking the 
only step possible to modernize\ 
this county’s voting and vote 
counting, ;

Robin White, successful 
young novelist living in Por- 
tola Valley’s Alpine Hills sec- 
tion, belongs to the school that 
believes writers are born, not 
made. 

“Given equal opportunities, 
two persons don’t turn out the 
same in the creative writing 
field,” he says. He feels that 
good writing is largely a mat- 
ter of good taste. 


The 32-year-old author who 
has achieved fame through his 
books on India—notably ‘“Ele- 
phant Hill” — admits without 
compunction that he is a “‘liter- 
ary snob” in this regard. Oth- 
erwise, he’s as natural and re- 
laxed as the pleasant scenery 
in which he works, as much as 
72 hours at a stretch. 


BACKGROUND 
Born and raised in the hills 
of southern India, White 


knows his subject matter well. 
However, he firmly believes 
that a writer should build his 
characters out of his illusions. 


“If they’re specific people 
you know, they tend to be card- 
board figures, lacking reality.” ; 


He lets his characters devel- 
op the plot, frequently laugh- 
ing at the dialogue that comes 
out. “I never know what 
they’re going to say as they 
really come alive.” 

This approach certainly has 
paid off in terms of movie op- 
tions. Two of his books, ‘House 
of Many Rooms” and “Ele- 
phant Hill,” are being made in- 
to films, the latter with Kirk 
Douglas and Susan Hayward. 
SHORT STORIES 

But the collegiate-looking 
author, who shuns literary pos- 
ture like the plague, doesn’t 
think much of “Elephant Hill,” 
the $10,000 Harper Literary 
Award novel that made his 
name. He prefers his first, 
“House of Many Rooms,” a Ser- 
ies of interrelated short stories 
about a missionary family in 
India. Six of the book’s 11 stor- 
ies previously had appeared in 
magazines, a fact that helped 
him break into the book mar- 
ket.
